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We give the Statistical table and the Roll of Honor in 
the first part of the report, in order that you may see at 
a glance what has been done, and who are entitled to 
special notice because of prompt and regular attendance. 
There are, however, many other pupils equally worthy, 
whose name would undoubtedly have appeared in the 
above lists were it not for the fact that they have been 
detained at home by sickness or other circumstances 
wholly beyond their control. We sympathize with those 
who have struggled hard to have their names in the 
above rolt but have been prevented by no fault of their 
own. 

he measles have made sad work in our schools dur- 
ing the winter months. Over thirty were absent at one 
time from the school in No. 2 District, and the school in 
No. 4 District was reduced to 4 pupils, so that it was 
deemed advisable to close the school for 3 weeks. We 
are glad however to learn that nearly all the pupils have 
fully recovered and are now in school again doing the 
best they can to make up for lost time. 

In the last column of the statistical table it will be no- 
ticed that we give the average expense for each scholar 
during each term of the school year. This does not in- 
clude the amount paid for fuel and other incidental ex- 
penses, but is simply the expense of teaching. 

In the cost for each scholar the school in District No. 
1 siands the highest, the amount paid for the teaching of 
each scholar during the year being $20.81. — 

The average expense of teaching for each scholar in 
all the schools is about $9.50. This is perhaps as near as 
it can be estimated while the winter term of District No. 
4 remains unfinished. And now you ask what have you 
to show in each scholar for that $9.50? Has there been 
a fair return in growth and mental culture for that ex- 
penditure? In reply, we say frankly, not all that could 
be desired. But we hope that more has been done than 
can be seen on the surface. We trust that some foun- 
dations have been laid for systematic thought and intel- 
lectual building of such value as the future alone will

reveal. It is said “It is not all gold that glitters,” so it 
is not always the best school that has the best show on 
examination days. 

In previous reports we have thought it best to give all 
the important statistics in a table and then make general 
statements in regard to the condition of the schools as a 
whole, and there leave the matter. But wehave been 
repeatedly informed that the people.in these New Hamp- 
shire towns like tohave special mention of each school 
and teacher. Well, if you like that way better we will 
for once endeavor to comply with your wishes, and this: 
is about the way we shall do it. 


District No. 1. 


This school was taught during the Spring and Fall 
terms by a teacher who was quite young and who labor- 
ed under the great disadvantage of having her first ex- 
perience in teaching in her own District, among those 
with whom she attended school not many years before. 
This of course made it hard for her to enforce discipline, 
but she evidently did the best she could and is deserving 
of credit for her perseverance. For the winter term a 
wise and efficient teacher was engaged and the result 
was a very successful term. 


District No. 2. 


The teacher engaged for this school came among us 
as an entire stranger, but she quickly made herself known 
by energetic application to her work. She introduced 
the somewhat novel method of teaching many facts and 
principles in Arithmetic, Grammer and other studies 
without the use of text-books, and succeeded admirably | 
well in filling her pupils with that enthusiasm which 
characterizes her own work. She has an aptness to teach 
which many teachers lack, hence most of her pupils made 
rapid progress until stricken down with the measles. 
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District No. 3. 


There was not very much enthusiasm in this school, 
but we think good work was done, as the teacher was 
faithful to the trust committed to her charge. There 
was no attempt to accomplish great things, but a faith- 
ful discharge of duties from day to day. 

District No. 4. 

- It is said “a prophet is not without honor save in his 
own country,” but the teacher of this school has honor in 
her own District and gives universal satisfaction by her 
teaching. Having an eye to the fitness of things during 
the Presidential campaign in addition to the regular 
work of the school she taught her pupils to recite the 
names of all the Presidents and Vice Presidents of the 
United States which they did without a moment's hesi- 
tation. 


. District No. 8. 


The teacher in this school entered upon her work with 
some misgivings, as she had never taught before’; but 
she soon gained confidence and made as good progress 
as could be expected under the circumstances. She in- 
terested her pupils by teaching them to sing which re- 
lieved the monotony of school life and made them study 
all the better. | 


District No 6. 


This school has been under the charge of one who 
has had a long experience in teaching and knows how to 
turn 1t to good account. She goes about her work in a 
very quiet, unassuming manner,and without any appar- 
ent effort wins theeffections of her pupils and leads them 
to exercise all their powers and make good progress. 


District No. 7. 


The first term was not quite up to the average for 
this school, as the teacher was a little tender in the mat- 
ter of discipline. But under the direction of a new 
teacher the second term was more successful and gener- 
al satisfaction was given. 
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We have a suggestion to make in regard to the future 
which involves a radical change in our present school 
system; and that is, that the town avail itself of the pro- 
vision made in Section 2, of General Laws, Chapter 86, 
for the abolishing of school districts and the equalization 
of property. Surely no lover of justice can object to this 
plan, which makes the whole town as one district and 
puts all the schools under an efficient Board of Educa- 
tion who will see that justice is done to all parties. This 
will do away with a great deal of petty jealousy, mal- 
ice and tall swearing, of which there has been nota lit- 
tle in the past. 

/Whereby return thanks for the kindness and co-opera- 
tion of those who have the best interest of the schools at 
heart.

State oF New HAMPSHIRE. 


So the inhabitants of the Town of Hampstead, qualified 
to vote in town affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the ‘own Hall, in 
said town, on the Seconp Turspay of March next, at ten 
o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 


jects:— 

ArticLeE 1. ‘To choose a Moderator to preside in said 
meeting. 

ARTICLE 2. ‘To choose all necessary town officers for 
the year ensuing. 
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ArticLe 3. ‘To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise to defray town charges for the year en- 
suing. 


Articte 4. ‘To seewhat sum of money the town will 
vote to raise to pay town debt and interest. 


Article 5.. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to hire money for the use of the town.

relation to the old hearse.
